violation of eity ordinances ; and if ter- 
ror existed at all these violators brought 
it on themselves. In a financial view 
Macon stands well for the crisis through 
which we have passed. Nene of our 
business men have failed or compromis- 
ed with their creditors, and we certainly 
are getting onr share of trade. We are 
getting grain from farmers west of Blue 
Mound—and, in fact, some of the grain 
dealers at that enterprising place thought 
seriously of hauling the grain oat of 
their elevators over to Macon and sell- 
ing it to our dealers. Domestic pride 
alone prevented them from doing it. 
We also controlled the grain business 
beyond the Decatur, Sullivan and Mat- 
toon R. R. on the east, and in some in- 
stances our customers came from five to 
seven miles southeast of Moaweqna, and 
we even met Decatnr half way.

much for the stagnant business in Ma- 


con. 


Now,

The evidence brought to

The cause of her in- 
sanity was not apparent from the evidence 
adduced, but it is thought her mind was 
weakened by child birth. 


The jury returned a verdict in effect

L No per»on«h«!l be appointed a member of the 


Police Force unless: 


lit 
He shall be not lets than twenty-one nor 


more than forty-fire years of age. 


id. At the time of his appointment he shall hare 


resided in the city at least one year preceding 


jd. He must be able to speak, read and write the 


English language distinctly. 


4th. lie mm* not be interested or employed in 


the keeping of any liquor saloon, or place for the 
sale of intoxicating liquor or beer. 


$th. He must be a citizen of the United States. 
6th. He must be in good health, and sound in 


body and mind. 


7th. He must be of good moral character, and 


sober and steady in his habits. 


8th. He must be at least 5 feet 6 inches in 


heighth. 


II. Noperson shall be appointed on the force un- 


til the above qualifications shall have been substa-.'.i- 
ated to the satisfaction of the Mayor and Marsh J. 


APPOISTMIXTS AND DISCHARGES. 


I. After the qualifications of an applicant shall 


have been substantiated, as hereinbefore required, on 
presentation of his application to the Mayor and 
Marshal, the appointment can be made, but only on 
probation, and for the period of two months, after 
which time, if the appointee proves a worthy and 
efficient policeman, his appointment can be mide 
permanent. 


II Discharges can be made at any time by the 


Mayor, upon his own knowledge of incapacity, neg- 
lect of duty, or any other unfitness, and upon written 
complaints by citizen*, and substantiated by satisfac- 
tory proof. 


III. All discharges and appointments made by 


the Mayor shall be reported to the City Council at 
the neit succeeding meeting for confirmation or re- 
jection. 


IV. Any member of the force who shall resign 


or abandon his position without permission, shall 
forfeit all accrued pay, and unexplained absence for 
five days shall be considered a resignation. 


V. 
In case any member of the force resigns, or i* 


discharged,!* shall from any cause vacate his position, 
and his arrears of pay be not sufficient to meet the 
charges against him, held by the city, the sureties on 
his bond shall be liable therefor. 


CITY MARSHAL. 


I. The Marshal shall be the commanding officer 


of the entire police force, subject only to the Mayor 
and Council in session. 


II. 
He shall devote his whole time and energy to 


the discharge of his duties, and shall see that the 
laws and ordinances are enforced as far as possible 
by the force under his command, and that all offend- 
ers are reported to the proper tribunal for punish- 
ment. 


III. 
11 is general orders will be submitted to the 


Mayor before promulgation. 


IV. In case of emergency he may issue orders, 


and dispose of the entire force as he may deem nec- 
essary, reporting his actions and reasons therefor, as 
soon as possible, to the Mayor. 


V. He shall have charge of, and shall issue and 


receive the badges, buttons, and other insignia be- 
longing to the police force, and shall be the custodian 
of all property belonging to the city, and provided 
for the force; and also of all property received and 
retained by the police authorities. 


VI. The Marshal shall furnish to the Council a 


written report monthly, on Monday, the first regular 
meeting of the City Council in each month, setting 
forth the names of all persons who shall have been 
arrested since the last report, either with or without 
warrant, or summoned for breach of ordinance, the 
cause of action, or charge against them, the name of 
Police Magistrate before whom such persons shall 
be taken or appear, and the disposition made of each 
case. Said report shall also show a statement of all 
monies or property on hand, and when and how the 
same was obtained. 


DEPUTY MARSHAL. 


I. The Deputy Marshal shall assume the duties 


of Marshal in his absence, unless otherwise specially 
ordered bv the Mavor or Council. 


POLICEMEN'. 


I. Tne prcvemtion of crime being the first duty of 


a policeman, he should endeavor always to effect 
that object, as the best evidence of his efficiency will 
be found in. the absence of offenses in his district, 
rather than in the number of arrests he makes. 


For this purpose he should make himself thor- 


oughly acquainted with everv part of his beat, with 
the resident* therein,and carefully watch all unknown 
or suspicious characters. 


II. 
He shall be prompt at the first appearance of 


any disturbance, disorderly conduct, loud or boister- 
oos language, to interfere before the parties become 
further excited, and b* persuasion and a mild but 
firm behavior, prevent a breach of the peace and the 
necessity of an arrest. 


III. He shall report to his commanding officer 


alt persons known or suspected to be gamblers, re- 
ceivers of stolen property, thieves, burglars, or 
offenders of any kind, and also all gambling houses, 
bawdy houses, or disorderly places in his district. 


IV. When any person charges another with the 


commission of a crime, and insists that the person 
charged •hall be taken into custody, the policeman 
•hall require the accuser, if wtknown to him. to ac- 
company him as a witness, along with the accused, to 
* Justice of the Peace; or if the former be a known 
responsible person, the policeman may be satisfied 
with his assurance that he will appear as a witness In 
the case. He shall then, with as little delay as possi- 
ble, return to his beat. 


V. When any person is brought to Police Head- 


qpHter* charged with any offense against the laws, 
th* oAorr on duty will ascertain from the party mak- 


VI. The policemen must take particular notice 


of all hacks, cabs, or other vehicles, at night, which 
under any circumstances eicite suspicion. 


VIL He shall rot leave his beat nntfl regularly 


reli«»ed, unless otherwise directed by the rules and 
regulations. 


VIII. He shall give his name and number to all 


persons who may inquire in a respectful manner. 


IX. He must direct strangers and others when 


requested, the nearest and safest way to destination, 
and if necessary accompany them to the next beat; 
and must give particular attention to cases where 
drivers of licensed vehicles are rude or uncivil to, or 
demand illegal fares of strangers. 


X. When street-, erodings or sidewalks become 


blocked, hemuat u-e his best endeavor to aid in clear- 
ing the same, and assist women and children and 
aged persons wishing to cross the streets. 


XI. 
He must not use hit liatm or pistol except in 


urgent cases. 


XII. Each policeman must constantly patrol his 


beat, unless otherwise directed by the rules and regula- 
tions. A non-compiiance with the requirements of 
this rule shall be deemed "cause" for dismissal. 


A policeman must not leave his beat except in dis- 


charge of police duty. 


XIII. Anv policeman absent from duty without 


leave, shall forfeit all pay for the time of such ab- 
sence, and may be reprimanded or dismissed therefor. 


PRIVATE WATCHMEN. 


I. Private watchmen appointed on the application 


and at the eipense of railroad or other companies, or 
of individuals, shall have the powers and exercise 
the duties of policemen. 


II. They shall be subject to the orders of the 


Marshal, and shall obey these rules and regulations, 
and shall wear such; dress and emblems as may be 
directed, and subscribe same oath and give same bond 
as the policemen. They may be removed nt any 
time, after due notice being given to the person or 
persona who applied for the appointment as afore- 
said. 


X. Nomember shall communicate, except to aid far- 


sons as indicated by his superior in office, or by rule, any 
information rcfftcting orders he may have rcccKtd, er 
any regulation that may IK male for the government of 
the Department; and ti 'delation of tins rule snaM be 
deemed a good cause for remo-al frotn 
office. 


XI. Each member shall at all times have with 


him a small book in which he shall enter the names 
of persons taken in charge by him, and such partic-_ 
ulars in each case as will be important on the trial of 
the cause. 


XII. 
All members of the force must conspicu- 


ously display their badges on the outside of the coat 
when on duty, so that the same can be readily seen. 


XIII. No member of the police force shall leave 


the citv or be absent from duty without permission 
from the Mayor or Marshal. 


XIV. Ail property, or money alleged to have 


been feloniously obtained, or which have been seized 
on suspicion of having been feloniously obtained. 
or of being the proceeds of crime, or which shall 
have been taken from pawnbrokers as the proceeds 
of crime, or from pers-ons supposed to be insane, in- 
toxicated, or otherwise Incapable of taking care of 
themselves, and all lost and abandoned property tak- 
en into the Justody or coming into the possession of 
any member of th'e police force, shall be taken to 
the police headquarters, entered on the blotter, aiul 
carefully marked for the purpose of identification, 
and then transmitted to the Marshal, to be disposed 
of according to law. 


If anv court shall require any such property to b_* 


produced in evidence on the trial of any person 
charged with crime in relation thereto, upon such 
court making an order to that effect the property 
shall be produced on such trial. 


XV. Members of the Police Department must be 


civil and respectful to the'r officers, to each other, 
and to all persons, on all occasions. 


XVI. All officers, policemen and turnkeys will 


be furnished with a copv of the "Rules and Regula- 
tions," which they will "keep in their possession in 
ore! 
to become perfectly fanrliar with their respec- 


tive duties. 


XVII. Any officer or policeman who shall will- 


fully maltreat'or use unnecessary violence toward a 
pris'oner or citizen, shall, on complaint being made 
and the fact C'Ublished by competent testimony, be 


nmcdiatelv dismissed from office or otherwise pun- 


SPECIAL POLICEMEN. 


I. Special policemen appointed upon any emer- 


gency or apprehension of riot, tumult, mob, insur- 
rection or invasion, or during any day of public elec- 
tion, shall have all the powers and privileges anil 
perform all the duties that may lie by rules, orders 
and regulations from lime to time prescribed. 


T U R N K E Y S . 


I. It shall be the duty of the Turnkeys to obey- 


all orders received from the Marsh::!. They shall 
keep the station houses to which they are attached 
clean and in good order, and shall frequently white- 
wash and cleanse the prisons. 


LOST C H I L I Ht:N. 


I. The name, age, sex, number and disposal made 


of lost children, shall be entered on the daily returns 
of the Marshal. 


II. Lost chililren, not reclaimed, shall be properly 


cared for; and everv child found in the city of Deca- 
tur in a state of want or abandonment, or grossly 
neglected, or ill-treated by its parents or person hav- 
ing it in charge, or soliciting charity from door to 
door, or on anv highway, street or public place, and 
everv child of any prostitute, keeper of bawtly liouse 
or house of assignation, and every child found in 
such house, shall be reported to the Marshal, with all 
the facts and circumstances connected therewith, 
who shall dispose of it according to law.

far Hie ^farstal—\ shield of silver or white metal, 


with the words '-City Marshal." to be worn on left 
breast. 


For the Deputy Marshal— A shield similar to the 


Marshal, with the words '-Deputy Marshal," to be 
worn on left breast. 


For Policemen—A shield similar to that prescribed 


for Marshal, with the words -'City Police." and num- 
ber engraved thereon, to be worn on lelt breast. 


For Sftfial 
Police—A five-pointed star of white 


metal, with the words "Special Police" and number 
engraved thereon, to be worn on left breast. 


CNIFORM. 


The uniform shall be same as worn by L". S. mail 


agents, except that the buttons shall be of white 
metal with the letters "C. P." 


Hats to be such as may be designated by the Mar- 


shal. 


INSTRt'OTION'. 


I. All members of the Police Force shall be prop- 


erly instructed bv the Marshal concerning' their 
powers, duties and privileges, and full explanation in 
respect to the laws of the State, the police law, and 
laws and ordinances of the city. 


POUCE STATION'. 


I. Order and decorum must be observed at the 


stations and on no pretext shall idlers, ioungers, or 
persons having no business to transact be permitted 
to remain there. 


II. The use of intoxicating liquor in the station 


house is positively forbidden. 


III. The police headquarters must never be left 


without the presence of some person connected with 
the force to receive orders, or information concern- 
ing police dutv, so far as practicable. 


GENERAL RULES. 


I. It is especially made the duty of all policemen 


to see that the ordinances relating to the sanitarv 
condition of the city, and those with reference to ob- 
struction of streets and allev are strictly enforctd. 


II. Policemen must be neat and cleanly,and keep 


their uniform and equipments in good order. 
They 


must alwavs appear in uniform when on dutv, and 
when summoned as witnesses. 


III. 
Each member of the police force shall d,-v!c 


lus Tfkoit" fintt' and titfeHfioii to tbe ditties of the Defort- 
mext. and he is expressly prohibited from foUo-.;-iug 
»ny otker calli«g,or being employed in any other 
business. At all times they must be prepared to act 
immediately on notice that their services are re- 
quired. 


IV. Punctual attendance, prompt obedience and 


conformitv to the rules of the Department will be 
rigidly enforced. 


V." Each member in his conduct and deportment 


must be quiet civil and orderly. In the performance 
of his duty he must maintain decorum and attention, 
command of temper.'and he must be discreet He 
must at all times refrain from harsh, violent, coarse. 
profane or insolent language; and when required he 
must act with firmnesss and suificient energv to per- 
form his duty. 


VI. No policeman shall drink any intoxicating 


liquor, beer, wine or cider while on duty, nor shall 
heat anv time drink anything in any saloon, tippling 
shop, or other place where such drinks are sold or 
given »way. 


VII. No member shall accept from any person 


while in custodv, or alter he shall have been dis- 
charged, or from any one of his friends, any gratuity, 
reward or gift, either directly or indirectlv. nor shall 
he receive from any pepson, (without the written per- 


XVIII. \Vhenacrimehasbecn committed and 


the Marshal has reason to suspect that negligence is 
attribu'able to the policeman on whose beat or dis- 
trict the crime was committed, such policeman will 
be required to show that he was strictly attending to 
his duties, in accordance with tlie Rules and Regula- 
tions, or, in default, thereof, he shall be subject to 
punishment, at the discretion of the Mayor. 


XIX. The members of the Police "Department 


are particular!1, enjoined to remove all persons found 
begging on the streets. If on inquiry they are found 
to be proper subjects for relief, the police are to take 
them to such institutions as are proper, that they 
mav obtain relief and permanent aid; but if they are 
proven to be impostors or actual vagrants, they must 
be taken before a Justice of the Peace to be dealt 
with according to law. 


XX. For neglect of duty or violation of the Rules 


and Regulations, anv officer mav suspend from duty 
a subordinate, and he shall thereupon report the facts 
in the case and the reason for suspension to the 
Mayor and Marshal. 


XXI. The right of every member of the police 


force to entertain political or partisan opinions, and 
to express the same freely, when such expressions 
shall not concern the immediate discharge of his 
duties, and the right of the elective franchise, will 
be deemed sacred and inviolate. 


But no member of the police force will be permit- 


ted to be a delegate or representative to, or member 
of anv political or parti-an convention whose pur- 
pose is the nomination of any candidate or candi- 
dates for any political office. 
"lie shall not take any 


part in any convention held for the nomination of 
anv candidate for anv citv oilice. 


Upon the days ot" election for public officers, held 


under the laws'of the State, he shall, whether spe- 
cially assigned to attend the polls or otherwise, do all 
within his power to preserve the peace, protect the 
integrity of the ballot box, enforce the rights of law- 
ful voters, and prevent illegal and fraudulent voting. 


XXII. No member of the police force shall tie 


permitted to solicit or be obliged to make any contri- 
bution in moncv or other thing, on anv pretext, to 
anv person, committee or association, tor any politi- 
cal purpose whatever. 


XXIII. Alt members of the police force shall he 


deemed to be aiwa\ s on dutv, subject to such relief 
therefrom as shall he allowed bv proper authority; 
and the same responsibility as to the suppression of 
disturbances and the arrest of offenders rests upon 
them when not in uniform as when on post dutv. 


XXIV. Members of the force are required to re- 


port their residences to the Marshal with sucli par- 
ticularity as to be easily found, and also to report all 
changes'of residence with the same particularity. 


XXV. All persons, when arrested, will he imme- 


diate! v taken to the caiaboo.se, or before some Justice 
of the Peace, unless otherwise specially ordered by 
the Mayor or Marshal. 


XXVI. All members on leaving the force, must 


return their shields, .stars, buttons, and all property 
"belonging to the Department, to the Marshal. All 
pav or compensation will be withheld until thi-; is 
done. 


XXVII. The books at the police headquarters 


shall show the name, number, and place of residence 
of each member, with the date of his joining and 
leaving the force. 


XXVIII. Each member of the police force shall 


report in writing at police headquarters each day on 
going off duty all business transacted by him while 
on dutv. 


XXIX. -Ml ordinances and parts of ordinances 


in contlict with this ordinance be and are herein- re- 
pealed.
